proposition of tho Mutual Union
Company under tho guise of tho
Canada Mutual Company to add to tho
number of tclecranh lines iu tho Dominion
already more than sufficient for tho wants
of tho public I found also reason to bo
llovo thnt tho proposed lino was about to bo
constructed under a contract of such a na-

ture that If Its provisions wero fully nnd
certainly known no such subscriptions
would do niauo at wero necessary tocuablo
tho now lino to bo built At this time a
person not connected cither with tho Mu ¬

tual Union Telegraph Company or with Its
contractors voluntarily offered to preserve
mo a copy of tho contract Such contracts
in England and Canada are public property
invaiiably accosslblo to all subscribers to
tho funds of such companies who certainly
havo overywhero tho right to know the
terms on which their money is to bo paid out
I was ut tho samo tlmo tho owner of stock
Iu tho Mutual Union Company and was
entitled lo know Its nflulrs Friends of
initio however who wcio largo subscribers
to tho bonds of that company had iu vain
endeavored to learn upon what terms tho
lines ot tho company were being built
Under theso clrcumstnnccs I agreed to pay
tho person ivho had offered mo n copy of tho
contract for such a ropy without inquiring
as to where ho got it I desired to tako it
to Canada witli mo and ho did not deliver
It in timo but Just as I was leaving on tho
train ho sent mo a note stating his inability
to deliver It at tho tlmo and asking where
